The by product of the 
educational dollar, a portion 
of the overall taxation, is 
responsible for 48 cents of 
every dollar paid 
According to the latest 
figures released by John T 
Hastie, an Educational 
program analyst for the 
Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission, education 
comprises the major part of 
the tax dollar 

"Education derives most of 
it's support from tax 
revenues, departmental 
revenues and reserves" 
Hastie stated. 

Taxes collected across the 
state for the 78-79 year 
amounted to $2,335,828,800 
In one dollar, sales tax con¬ 
tributes 47 cents, gasoline tax 
nine cents, franchise and

The National Endowment 
for the Humanities announced 
that it is expanding its' 
program of research and 
study fellowships to put new 
emphasis on helping un¬ 
dergraduate teachers further 
their own scholarship and 
strengthen their teaching 
abilities in college humanities 
courses 

The Endowment will con¬ 
tinue to offer fellowships 
enabling schblars, teachers 
and others to undertake 
fulltime independent study 
and research in their fields 
and to offer them the op¬ 
portunity to produce works in 
the various areas of the 


humanities 

The National Endowment, 
established by Congress in 
1965, is the government's 
principle agency supporting 
scholarship in a wide array of 
academic pursuits and aiding 
projects designed to foster 
broad public participation in 
cultural and educational 
programs 

A new division of the 
fellowship programs (called 
category "B") is aimed at 
scholars primarily engaged in 
undergraduate teaching, in 
the early stages of their 
careers The fellowships, 
offered for periods of six or 
twelve months, are designed 


to free those scholars to 
pursue studies that will 
broaden their abilities in 
teaching humanities courses, 
and, at’the same time, enable 
them to make their own 
contributions to scholarship in 
the humanities. 

The stipends for this 
category range up to $10,000 
for the six-month fellowship 
and a maximum of $20,000 for 
the twelve-month study 
period For the 135 
fellowships expected to be 
available in 1980-81. the 
deadline is June 1,1979. 

The Humanities En- 
dowment is also continuing its 
Category "A" fellowships 


which are designed to provide 
study and research time for 
scholars, teachers and non 
academics whose work seems 
"likely to lead to significant 
contributions to humanistic- 
thought and knowledge " 
These fellowships arc also for 
six-and twelve-month periods 
with maximum stipends of 
$ 10,000 and $20,000, respec¬ 
tively.

Improvements in parking 
required around campus 


Despite the numerous parking areas around 
campus and the regulations which have been 
employed to maintain the system, parking 
remains a constant problem for the UTM 
students 

One of the problems in parking zones has to 
do with the so called yellow zones, which have 
been designated as no-parking areas The 
Pacer does not feel thal these areas are clearly 
defined lo the students, and that a more 
definite means of marking out these no-parking 
zones should be employed 
Another problem which is faced by resident 
students is the lack of parking space in certain 
areas which have been designated for com 
muters only This parking advantage which is 
given to commuters is not entirely fair, since it 
■ denies the non-commuter the right to park in a 
T vacant spot regardless of the number of cars 
fusing the lot during school hours While it is 
: true that certain areas should be designated for 
-commuters only, there should be at least a 
^limited number of spaces available in the same 
f area for use by resident students 
5 Cars have been parking in the zones next to 
Atrium and Clement residence halls which 
;have been designated as either fire lanes or 
^service entrances The problem with this 
^situation is that there is only one sign posted at 


the source at the drive which branches into the 
Clement and Atrium service lanes, and dead 
ends as a fire lane tor the Iwo residence halls 
The fire lane should be clearly and ap¬ 
propriately marked in yellow so as to give a 
better appearance as a no-parking emergency 
zone Additional signs should also he posted in 
the service entrance areas, not only al the 
source Otherwise, Ihese zones appear to be 
simply wasted spare, and invile people lo leave 
their cars in them 

More parking space in general is desperately 
needed around all parts of the campus 
(especially in Ihe dome pool and residence hall 
parking lots, it is at times impossible lo find a 
parking space near one's destination While it 
is understood that the problem of limited space 
for parking lots exists, nevertheless some type 
of solution must be pul inlo effect in the near 
future to insure the adequate amount of 
parking space for all resident drivers 

Parking has always been a general problem 
for the University, but some of the measures 
suggested could possibly aid in alleviating pari 
of the problem for resident students who have 
paid for Ihe right to park their vehicles on 
campus Parking zones and regulations con¬ 
tinue to be open for improvement 


Committee lacks revenue

arommittee has no choice but to "match funds " 
■jvilh the organizations which intend to bring in 
She speakers In this way. the committee can 
tactually oversee the sponsoring of $4000 worth 
of speaking engagements during the school 
year 

However, this $2000 appropriation is clearly 
not enough to amount to anything very 
significant; its appearance is. in fact, a mere 
drop in the bucket and hardly enough to carry 
out the task of booking qualified and popular 
speakers for UTM. Dr Kellie Jones, chairman 


of the speakers committee, has slated thal “A 
vital part of a student's education is hearing 
important speakers " How. then, are the 
students of UTM expected lo be able to hear 
"important speakers" of more than moderate 
m -gnitude and fame when the University 
limits the entire speaking budget to $2000'' 
Many of the most in-demand speakers today 
call for well over this amoung tor one speaking 
engagement alone Obviously, corners are 
being cut, and the committee is expected to aid 
in the cultural education of students with a less 
than adequate source of revenue 

Jones does have a good suggestion in that 
persons and organizations could become 
contributors for various lectures series, in 
honor of some certain individual, as mentioned 
in the previous issue of The Pacer. 

The speakers committee takes care of an 
important role in the life of the University and 
the education of its students. This role should 
not be hampered by a lack of proper funds; it is 
generally accepted that "you only get out of 
something as much as you put into it . ' 
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‘Do we give ’em tickets or issue pilot’s licenses?’

This time I would like to 
speak out in regards to the 
newly formed chapter of the 
AFT The question I keep 
asking myself What is a

But for such a gathering to 
be even remotely effective, 
Martin said that there must be 
a recognition of the subtle 
cancer of racism that is slowly 
eating the American body 


This subtle racism has kept 
many people from reaching 
out to their fellowman 

"And somebody has got to 
make the first move,” Martin 
said emphatically. 

According to Martin, he has 
the administration behind him 
in his quest to wipe out the 
cancer He said that Dr John 
Eiserhold, director of In¬ 
ternational programs, is even
